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Purported Texts on 
Agreed Spheres of In- 
fluence Produced at 
Nuernberg but Not Ad- 
mitted at Trial.

NUERNBERG, May 22 (By Ra- 
dio)—The Post-Dispatch presents 
herewith what purports to be the 
authentic text of the famous “Se- 
cret Protocol” for partitioning Po- 
land and disposing of the Baltic 
states which was signed by For- 
eign Commissar V. M. Molotov 
and ovreign Minister Joachim von 


| Ribbentrop at Moscow on the 


night of Aug. 23, 1939. It is fol- 
lowed by an amendment transfer- 
ring Lithuania to Russia with re- 
compense for Germany in Poland 
which the same statesmen exe- 
cuted at Moscow on Sept. 28, 1939. 

The existence of the “Secret Pro- 
tocol” was first mentioned during 
the defense of Rudolf Hess. It 
was brought into notice by Dr. 
Alfred. Seidl, attorney for Hans 
Frank, Nazi Governor General of 
Poland. At the insistence of the 
Russian prosecution, which has 
always shown itself actutely sensi- 
tive in this matter, Seidl was 
stopped in his tracks. Some weeks 
later he returned to the attack and 
after a vehement struggle was per- 
mitted to place in evidence the so- 
called “Gauss affidavit.” This was 
an account of the contents of the 
documents which was drafted from 
memory by Dr. Wilhelm Gauss, 
legal adviser of the Nazi foreign 
office, who drew up the non-ag- 
gression treaty between the Reich 
and the Soviet Union. 

Diplomat Who Knew. 

On the witness stand of the in- 
ternational military tribunal yes- 
terday and this morning was a 
diplomat of the old school, Ernst 
von Weizsaecker, who served at 
the Foreign Office during the min- 
istries of Constantin von Neurath 
and Ribbentrop and who then be- 
came the last German ambassador 
at the Vatican. Weizsaecker is a 
man with abundant white hair and 
a thoughtful, scholarly face. 

After his direct examination was 
concluded, the court president, 
Lord Justice Sir Geoffrey Law- 
rence, asked as usual whether

the first to reach the microphone 
was tbe indomitable Dr. Seidl. He 
flourished several typewritten 
sheets. Like a hand grenade 
tossed the following interrogation 
into the arena: 

“On Aug. 23, 1939, were there 
other agreements between the Ger- 
man and Soviet vernments 
which are not contained in the 
non-aggression pact?” 

The chief Russian prosecutor, 
Gen. Roman Rudenko, was in- 
stantly on his feet. He asked that 
the question be ruled out on the 
ground that it had nothing to do 
with the defense of Grand Adm. 
Erich Raeder. Lawrence instruc- 
ted Seidl to go-ahead. The witness 
replied that there was a secret 
protocol containing agreements 
which he himself saw and read in 
his capacity as State secretary in 
the Foreign Office. 

Text Is Produced. 

I have before me,” Seidl con- 
tinued, waving his papers, “a text 
in which there can be no doubt 
that these agreements are faith- 
fully and authentically repro- 
duced, I shall have this text sub- 
mitted to you.” 

The attorney explained to the 
court that he wished to read the 
documents into the record and 
then ask the witness whether to 
the best of his recollection the 
original text of the agreements 
was accurately given. 

Rudenko protested that the tri- 
bunal is hearing the cases of 
German war criminals and not 
examining the treaties of Allied 
countries. 

Seidl was asked the source of 
the documents. He answered: “I 
got it a few weeks ago from a 
man on the Allied side who seems 
entirely reliable to me, but I re- 
ceived it only on condition that I 
would not divulge the exact 
source,” 
Documents Rejected. 

Rudenko objected that the pa- 
pers were of unknown and anony- 
mous origin. He was supported 
by the American deputy prose- 
cutor, Thomas J. Dodd, who sug- 
gested, however, that Weizsaecker 


should be permitted to relate the

Criticizes Soviet Stand on 
Gerferal Conference, 
Asserts He's Opposed 
to Any of Big 4 Using 
‘Veto’ on Pacts. 


WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP)— 
Senator Connally (Dem.), Texas, 
told the Senate today it is his 
“fundamental view” that all the 
nations which fought on the Allied 
side should write the peace treaty, 
not the foreign ministers of the 


four big powers. 

The chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
made the statement in a report 
on the Paris foreign ministers’ 
conference which he and Senator 
Vandenberg (Rep.), Michigan, 
attended as advisers to Secretary 
of State Byrnes. 

Explaining the hitches which 
developed over a peace confer- 
ence, Connally said the _ three- 
power Moscow conference in De- 
cember 1945 agreed that the for- 
eign ministers should draft a set- 
tlement and then call a peace 
conference. 

“Who Gave Them That Power?” 

The Soviets now contend, he 
went on, that treaties cannot ‘be 
signed or submitted until the Big 
Four — Russia, Britain, France 
and the United States—reach an 
agreement. Calling that contrary 
to fundamental rights, Connally 
asked, “who gave them that pow- 
er?” 

“In my view, the primary power 
of making a peace treaty rests 
with all the nations which bore 
arms against the enemy states,” 
he said. * 

Byrnes, in his radio report on 
the conference Monday night said 
that if a general peace conference 
could not be arranged this sum- 
mer, he would take the matter to 
the United Nations General As- 
sembly. Russia has opposed a 
peace conference until the Big 
Four powers agree among them- 
selves concerning the peace 
treaties, : 

Connally Opposes “Veto.” 

Connally told his colleagues: 

Tm protesting against the four 
ministers writing the peace treaty 
and submitting it to a peace con- 
ference and when it comes back 
to them permitting one of the 
ministérs to veto it if he doesn't 
like its terms, I don’t subscribe to 
that sort of doctrine at all.” 

As Connally spoke, he grasped 
a pointer and turned the Senate 
into a classroom to explain the 
diplomatic problems of Europe 
with the aid of a large wall map. 

Connally’s review followed yes- 
terday’s report by Vandenberg 
that the “success” of the confer- 
ence lay in developing a bi-par- 
tisan United States foreign poli- 
cy program, including proposals 
for a unified Germany and de- 
militarization against a resurg- 
ence of axis aggression. 


Senators Join Vandenber in 

Backing Bi-Partisan Policy. 
By Upited Press. 

Both Republican and Demo- 
cratic Senators joined Vandenberg 
in praising the bi-partisan ap- 
proach to international issues. 

Senator LaFollette (Prog.), Wis- 
consin, told reporters that it is 
“extremely desirable” that the 
United States present a united 
front. 

Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, an opponent of the adminis- 
tration’s foreign policy, said he 


agreed “entirely” with the recom- 


mendations for immediate draft- 
ing of peace treaties and unifying 
Germany. 

Republican leader White, Maine, 
told reporters that Vandenberg's 
leadership paved the way for a 
bi-partisan foreign policy. 

Senator Taft, Ohio, chairman of 
the Republican steering commit- 
tee, likewise agreed there was a 
„strong“ possibility of removing 
foreign policy from party lines. 
Senator H. Alexander Smith 
(Rep.), New Jersey, termed Van- 
denberg’s report “the best news 
I've heard.” 

Sen. Edwin C. Johnson (Dem.), 
Colorado, declared himself “in full 
accord” with Vandenberg’s speech. 

In Moscow the Soviet Govern- 
ment newspaper Izvestia devoted 
150 words of indirect quotations to 
Byrnes’s Monday night address. 
Izvestia made no editorial com- 
ment.

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U.N. KEEPS IRAN 
CASE BUT PUTS 
DISCUSSION OF I 
OFF INDEFINITELY 


Council Acts After Envoy 
Ala Voices Doubt All 
Red Troops Have Left 
Despite Tehran Note 
Indicating They Have.

NEW YORK, May 22 (AP)—The 
United Nations Security Council 


decided today to continue the 
Iranian case indefinitely after 


hearing Iranian Ambassador Hus- 
sein Ala express doubt that all 
Soviet troops had left his troubled 


country. 

The vote by the 10 of the 11 
members present was unanimous. 
Russia continued its boycott, So- 
viet Delegate Andrei A. Gromyko 
remaining away because the dis- 
cussion concerned the Iranian 
question. 

Ala told the Council in a two 
and one-half hour session that he 
believed Iran’s case should stay on 
the agenda. He thus gave sup- 
port to a demand made earlier in 
the session by United States Dele- 
gate Edward R. Stettinius and 
British Delegate Sir Alexander 
Cadogan. After hearing Ala, Stet- 
tinius said he believed “more than 
ever that action should be de- 
ferred.” 


Case Left Subject to Call. 

Although the Council voted to 
keep the case on its books, it ad- 
journed discussion of the matter 
indefinitely to meet demands of 
some delegates for clarification of 
the situation. ‘This would permit 
the case to be brought up anytime 
a member desires. 

The Council rejected by an 8 to 
2 vote a Polish proposal to send a 
telegram to Premier Ahmed 
Qavam of Iran asking a straight 
“yes or no” answer to whether he 
was satisfied with the . Soviet 
evacuation. France and Poland 
were the only delegations voting 
for that motion. 

No date for the next meeting 
was set, the Council adjourning 
subject to the call of the chair- 
man, 

Can’t Give Definite Report. 

Ala told the Council he believed 
“it was long after May 6 when all 
of the Soviet troops were with- 
drawn from Iran—if they are ac- 
tually out now.” 

He made this statement only a 
few hours after sending the Coun- 
cil a telegram from Premier 
Qavam stating a commission had 
found no trace of Soviet troops 
and that local people in the re- 
gions of Azerbaijan province vis- 
ited by the commission told it the 
Russians left Azerbaijan on May 6. 
Iran’s propaganda minister, Prince 
Firouz, said yesterday all Soviet 
troops were out of Iran and that 
Ala’s statement Monday that Rus- 
sian interference had not ceased 
did not represent the views of the 
Iranian Government. 

Ala told the Council today that 
the Russians had created and 
trained Azerbaijan's army, that 
Iran had no control in that prov- 
ince and that he could not say 
that interference had ceased. He 
said that Qavam had asked that 
the question of Soviet withdrawal 
of troops from Iran be dropped, 
but had said nothing about with- 
drawing Iran's other complaint, 
that of Soviet interference in 
Iranian affairs. 

Dr. Oscar Lange, Polish delegate, 
charged that the Council’s atti- 
tude on the whole affair has 
served to make “Iran a perpetual 
football of big power politics.” 

Answering pointed questions by 
Dr. Lange concerning the evacua- 
tion of troops and interference in 
Iran’s affairs, Ala said that Qa- 
vam’s telegram was “not a cate- 
gorical statement” that all troops 
were out of Iran. Ala asserted 
that Qavam's telegram indicated 
Ira . believed that on the basis of 
available information the evacua- 
tion was completed. 

After saying that the Azerbaljan 
army had been created by the 
Soviet Army” and trained by it, 
he asked, “Does that not consti- 
tute interference?” He asserted, “I 
cannot tell you that interference 
has ceased... .. Now we are faced 
with a hostile army in Azerbai- 
jan.”

WASHINGTON, May 22— The 
nation's soft coal mines flew the

Additional 
thousands were idle today. Nearly 
90,000 of the 100,000 Pennsylvania 
miners were idle yesterday before 
the seizure order. Today 90,550 
Pennsylvania miners were off the 
job and only 411 commercial and 
captive mines, out of 1894, were 
working. In Kentucky 3000 miners 
were idle, 1000 presumably because 
of the seizure, which became effec- 
tive at 12:01 a.m. today.

U. S. HAS SEIZED MINES 
3 TIMES IN LAST 3 YEARS 
DUE TO LABOR DISPUTES 


WASHINGTON, May 22 (UP) 
HE Government has seized 
most of the nation’s soft 
coal industry three times 

because of labor disputes, all 

within the last three years. 

The late President Roosevelt 
first ordered seizure of the bi- 
tuminous mines May 1, 1943, 
when the United Mine Workers 
began the first of four walk- 
outs that year. The following 
summer thé mines were re 
turned to private ownership. 
Roosevelt ordered them seized 
again after the miners struck 
Nov. 1, 1943. 

President Truman’s seizure 
order was the third affecting 
nearly all the bituminous in- 
dustry. Scattered mines were 
seized in the fall of 1944 be- 
cause of a strike to enforce 
union recognition for supervis- 
ory workers. . 

The anthracite mines, which 
employ about 70,000 workers 
compared with 400,000 in the 
bituminous industry, were 
seized in 1943 and 1945.

FORMER COLONEL ENLISTS;

Thinks He Can Do Better in 
Army Than as

NEW YORK, May 22 (AP) — 
David Kirk, who was adjutant 
general of the Second Service 
Command with the rank of colonel 
until discharged last February, 
was back in the Army today—as a 
master sergeant. 

He gave th:s reason for re-en- 
listing yesterday: 

“Since my discharge I have been 
working for $6230 a year. Less in- 
come tax deductions, this amounts 
to about $400 a month.

Will Ask Board to Act 
Monday to Condemn 
Tracts for Landing 
Fields Within City.

WASHINGTON, May 22 — The 
city of St. Louis received the go- 
ahead signal from the Civil Aero- 
nautics Administration today, to 
proceed with construction of new 
airports with Federal aid from the 


$500,000,000 fund for airport de- 
velopment by cities and states. 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann, after 
conferring with CAA officials, said 
he would call a meeting of the 
Municipal Airport Commission in 
his office next Monday at 4 p.m., 
and would ask the Commission to 
take steps to condemn land for 
two new airports within the city. 
These are at Hampton and Colum- 
bia avenues, and between River 
Des Peres and Weber road, east 
of Morganford road. 

The Mayor, accompanied by 
President Milton M. Kinsey of the 
Board of Public Service, who is 
chairman of the Airport Commis- 
sion, learned from the CAA offi 
cials that the Federal assistance 
would be available for acquiring 
land for airport purposes, as well 
as for improvement and construc- 
tion, 

Close-in Sites Favored. 

Sites must be inspected and im- 
proved by the CAA. The visitors 
discussed with the CAA officials 
the location of the proposed ports 
in respect to populated districts, 
and were told that sites as close to 
population as is feasible are fa- 
vored. 

The St. Louis officials were in- 
formed that Federal Government 
participation will be at the rate 
of $1 Federal money for every $3 
city money, for acquisition of 
land; and dollar for dollar in im- 


provement and construction ex-

WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP)— 
John R, Steelman, presidential 
labor adviser, said today after an 
hour-long conference with the 
railroad brotherhoods that “I 
don’t know about the chances for 
a settlement” before the rail 
strike truce expires at 4 p. m. to- 
morrow. 

Steelman gave this reply to re 
porters when asked about the 
prospects of an agreement. He 
said he would talk with the car- 
riers’ negotiating committee later. 
in the day. 

Steelman declined to talk about 
a “final proposition” which A. F. 
Whitney, president of the train- 
men, said the brotherhoods had 
submitted to the Government 
earlier,

Whitney told reporters in response 
to questions as he and Alvanley 
Johnston, president of the Engi- 
neers’ Brotherhood, left their hotel 
‘suite for lunch, : 

Attention Centered on Rules. 

Meantime, a high government 
official said that government 
mediation efforts were being con- 
centrated on the brotherhoods’ de 
mands for working rules changes 
rather than on wage demands of 
the 250,000 rail workers involved. 
He explained that “the rules are 
where the money really comes in.” 

The five-day postponement of the 
strike expires at 4 p.m, (local 
standard time) tomorrow. 

“We gave Mr. Steelman a final 
proposition,” Whitney said. “It is 
better than any we have submit- 
ted yet.” 

Whitney declined to give any 
details, saying, “You'll have to 
Dr. Steelman about that.” * 
said it was the second offer made 
since the two brotherhoods scaled 
down their wage demands from 
an original minimum of $250 a 
day and a general 25 per cent in- 
crease, to a minimum of $1.44 a 
day for lower paid employes with 
a general 18 per cent wage boost. 

“We now are waiting to hear 
from the Government whether the 
new offer is acceptable to the car- | 
riers,” Whitney said. 

Two hours after Whitney made 
his statement, the carriers’ spokes- 
man told reporters “no new pro- 
posal has been made to us yet | 
either by the brotherhoods or by 
the White House.” 

Meanwhile, the carriers said they — 
intend to hold off issuing an em- 
bargo on shipments of ‘perishable 
food and livestock until it be- 
comes apparent no possible settle- | 
ment is in sight before the strike 
deadline. 

Trouble Over Rules. 

Negotiators said solution of the 
dispute would be relatively simple 
if only wages were at issue, One 
of the carrier spokesmen said 
brotherhood demands for changes 
in 45 working rules were “by far 
the most troublesome feature in 
the whole picture.” 

Among changes proposed by the 
brotherhoods of locomotive engi- 
neers and trainmen are that the 
carriers pay for all uniforms and 
reimburse men for time lost dur- 
ing depot and gwitching delays 
and stopovers.

On Hitler’s Bidding He 
Allowed Goebbels to 
Declare That British 
Sent Down Their Own 
Liner, Aide Says,

NUERNBERG, May 22 (By 
Radio)—After being informed that 
the sinking of the English pas- 
senger ship Athenia northwest of 
Scotland on Sept. 3, 1939, was the 
work of the German submarine 
U-30, Grand Adm. Erich Raeder 
Swore officers and crew of the 
submersible to oaths of secrecy. 

This was testified today before 
the international military tribunal 
by V. Adm. Erich Schulte-Moen- 
ting, who was naval adjutant to 
President Hindenburg, chief of 
staff to Raeder and commander 
of naval operations against Nor- 
way. 

Furthermore, the witness reluc- 


tantly agreed, Raeder withheld 
the truth from the German for- 
eign office and the American 
charge d’affaires, Alexander Kirk. 
Neither did Raeder take steps to 
correct an article in the Voel- 
kischer Beobachter under the 
heading “Churchill Sinks the 
Athenia,” though the commander 
ef the German Navy was de- 
-ecribed as having been “flabber- 
gasted” and as having declared 
the item to be “false and dishon- 
orable.” 
Nazi Diplomat Disturbed. 


According to evidence before 
tribunal, Baron Ernst von 
Weizsaecker, a high official in 
the ministry of foreign affairs, 
Was greatly agitated over the 
Athenia incident because there 
were American passengers aboard. 
He rushed to Adm. der with 
a demand for the truth. The lat- 
ter—in good faith at the time— 
Schulte - Moenting testified, as- 
sured Weizsaecker that no U-boat 
had been within 75 miles of the 
Athenia. On this authority Kirk 
was informed that the German 
navy was innocent of the attack. 
A little more than three weeks 
later, on Sept. 27, the U-30 re- 
turned from its mission and the 
commander informed Raeder — 
he had sunk the Athenla by 
take.” 

Raeder and his chief of staff 
hastened to the Fuehrer with the 
news of this “deplorable blunder.” 
They were ordered by Hitler, the 
witness asserted, to hold their 
tongues and bind officers and crew 
of the submarine under oaths of 
silence. 

“We did not oppose this deci- 
sion,” said the Vice Admiral], “be- 
cause we saw no use in stirring 
up American public opinion and 
perhaps bringing the United States 
into the war.” 

Weizgsaecker had related on the 
stand that he did not learn the 
truth about the Athenia until aft- 
er the end of the war. No meas- 
ures Were taken to undeceive Kirk 
and the naval chieftains contented 
themselves with private indigna- 
tion when the Voelkischer Beo- 
bachter published its libel against 
Ch on Oct. 23. This ema- 
nated, Schulte-Moening declared, 
from Dr. Paul Joseph Goebbels, 
minister of 1 

“That was quite in line with 
Raeder’s whole career, was it 
not?” demanded Maj. F. Elwyn 
Jones of the British prosecution. 
“I mean that Raeder always sub- 
ordinated honesty and morality to 
the interests of the Nazi state.” 

The Vice Admiral’s muttered re- 
ply was unintelligible. 

In speaking of a private inter- 


view of an hour and a half with 


the Fuehrer before the attack on 
Norway, the vice admiral made 
the interesting declaration that 
until 1942 Hitler forbade steno- 
graphic records of his conferences 
and confidential speeches. 

“The Fuehrer,” he said, “never 
wished to be tied down to specific 
words and preferred that each 
man should carry away his own 
impression. But so many misun- 
derstandings arose that finally he 

compelled to give in.” 
eizsaecker, who became Ger- 
man ambassador to the Vatican 
and who was given safe conduct 
from Vatican City to testify, was 
cross-questioned by the British 
prosecution about the Ardeantine 
es massacre by 8.8, police in 
e in March, 1944. 

He said he believed 320 persons 
were murdered there and that it 
was the work of the Nazi police 
and not the German army. He 
added that the &.S. and Gestapo 
“left quite a mark on Italy.”

Second Meeting With Lewis. 

Krug held a second conference 
with Lewis, starting at 10 o’clock 
this morning. It continued for 
three hours. No progress was re- 
ported but an afternoon session 
was arranged, to which Chairman 
Arthur Altmeyer of the Social Se- 
curity Board was invited. 

Altmeyer was called in presum- 
ably for advice on the controver- 
sial welfare fund issue in the 
United Mine Workers strike. He 
has made a survey of the present 
payroll deductions of the miners 
for health and welfare items. His 
estimates of these deductions in 
the southern coal fields is report- 
ed to be 5 per cent of the miners’ 
total pay. 

Lewis is asking that the oper- 
ators pay the union seven per cent 
of their total 1 of 
raising $70,000, in a good year 
—for health and welfare items. 

In reply to a question, a spokes- 
man for Krug told reporters that 
the presence of Altmeyer at the 
afternoon session does “not neces- 
sarily” indicate the Government 
is considering participating in 
whatever welfare fund plan even- 
tually may be adopted. 

No Assurance of Miners Working. 

This spokesman also said he did 
not know whether Lewis had 
given Krug any assurance this 
morning that he would appeal to 
the soft coal miners to stay on 
the job next week. 

At a preliminary session yes- 
terday, the United Mine Workers’ 
chief—obviously with the conse- 
quences of the Smith-Connally 
War Labor Disputes Act in mind 
—told Krug and Moreell that the 
question of working was one for 
each individual miner to decide. 
Lewis agreed, however, to take 
under consideration a request for 
“support,” Krug said. 

Krug met also with the oper- 
ators yesterday shortly after he 
took over his new assignment. 

He emphasized at a press con- 
ference that whatever contract the 
mine administrators work out— 
in principle or otherwise—will 
have to be submitted to the oper- 
ators before the agreement can 
be completed and the mines re- 
leased to their owners. 

‘Understanding 

In New York an industry 
spokesman said yesterday that the 
seizure action indicated an un- 
derstanding had been reached. 
Declining to be quoted by name, 
he said a three-way administra- 
tion, presumably consisting of 
union, management and public, 
was likely to be created to handle 
the’ fund and that the levy might 
be between 1% and 8% per cent, 
capable of raising $17,000,000 to 
The wage in- 
crease, he said, would stay within 
the general industry pattern of 
18% cents, “or a little more.” 

Krug and Moreell told report- 
ers last night that they would at- 
tempt first to negotiate a con- 
tract “in principle.”

Retroactive Wage Accord. 

The operators’ negotiating com- 
mittee agreed today to recom- 
mend that any wage increase that 
may be granted the miners be 
made retroactive for the first 
two weeks of Government opera- 
tion, ending June 4. 

This amounts to an extension 
of the retroactive payment basis, 
as the back pay is to apply also 
tor the two-week strike truce 


which expires Saturday. 


In addition to providing further 
inducement for the miners to 
work under Government control, 
the recommendation provides a 
system for the mine owners to 
collect higher prices retroactive- 
ly.

These officials told a reporter 
that since the United Mine Work- 
ers’ boss now must deal with the 
Government on a wage and wel- 
fare fund contract, the odds are 
against a price-shattering agree- 
ment. They said a coal price in- 
crease,.averaging perhaps 30 cents 
a ton or more, is a foregone con- 
clusion, yon she that the price of 
coal is a small factor in produc- 
tion costs, these officials noted 
that fairly sizeable increases in the 
past have had little effect on the 
prices of things made by coal 
users, 

Might Affect Rail Rates. 


They do think that higher 
prices for coal might aggravate 
another situation which could 
lead to higher prices for many 
consumer products. This is the 
railroads’ pending reqtest for a 
25 per cent increase in freight 
rates, Such an increase has been 
opposed by Stabilization Director 
Chester Bowles and OPA Admin- 
istrator Paul Porter, who told the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
it would jeopardize the stability 
of the economy. 

A coal price increase presum- 
ably would strengthen the case 
of railroads because they are ma- 
jor coal consumers. 

As for coal wage negotiations,

PEPPER YIELDS 
FLOOR, READY FOR 


Impatient Senators Seek 
Early Showdown on 
Legislation to Curb 
Walkouts. 


WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP)— 
Senator Pepper (Dem.), Florida, 
declared today he was ready for a 
vote on labor disputes legislation. 


An impatient Senate took that as 


a cue for an early showdown, Pep- 


per has held the floor most of 


time since debate began on the 
subject May 13. 

Up first is his own proposal to 
put Congress on record as favor- 
ing the establishment of industrial 
health and welfare funds—such as 
has become the major issue in the 
coal dispute. Pepper has little 
hope for its approval. Instead he 
said: 

“I think the Senate is in a mood 
to pass a lot of restrictive pro- 
posals that are before it—in fact, 
I think it will pass almost any- 
thing that is suggested in the way 
of a curb on labor. A lot of peo- 
ple are going to regret what is 
being done in haste, but if the Sen- 
ate want to do it, let it go ahead.“ 

Effect of Mine Seizure, 

Like most of his 
Pepper said he thought President 
Truman's seizure of the coal 
mines would have little effect on 
pending legislation. 

If the Senate rejects Pepper’s 
proposal, it will have before it a 
moye by Senator Byrd (Dem.), 
Virginia, to outlaw employer pay- 
ments for welfare funds not ad- 
ministered equally by unfons and 
management. 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, noted 
that this is the only pending pro- 
posal that bears directly on the 
coal dispute. 
that a majority of the Senate will 
approve it. 

oposal Against Quick Strikes 

Meanwhile, Senator Ball (Rep.), 
Minnesota, disclosed that a bi- 
partisan group had agreed to sup- 
port a proposal designed to end 
“quickie” strikes. 

This proposal, sponsored by a 
minority of the Senate Labor 
Committee, would, set up a fed- 
eral mediation board and specify 
a 60-day cooling-off period before 
strikes.

Contractors Cite Cut in Output 

Of Work by Labor as Factor in 
Cost Rise; Denied by Unions 


Builders Say Productivity Has Fallen Off 
Half, List Inefficiency and Stretch Out' 
on Jobs Among Causes—Craftsmen Say 
They Give Full Day's Work. 


By ROBERT E. HANNON

(Sixth of a Series.) 

Reduced output of work by 
building labor is cited by contrac- 
tors as a factor which in their 
opinion is almost ds important as 
current high wage rates in the in- 
creased labor costs in the building 
industry today. 

Assertions by industry leaders 
that labor productivity, on the 
whole, has fallen off to half as 
much as could normally be ex- 
pected draws heavy fire from the 
trade unions, which insist the 
work output of the average crafts- 
man is as high as it ever was. 

Contractors attribute low pro- 
ductivity to a number of causes, 
including upgrading during the 
wartime labor shortage, insistence 
of unions on full-time manning of 
non-productive positions, labor's 
refusal to use time-saving ma- 
‘chines or new methods of opera- 
tion, less efficiency, due either to 
deliberate slow-down or to older 
age of workmen or both, and 
“make-work” rules. 

“Stretch Out” on Jobs Charged. 

In connection with the slow- 
down allegation, the nationally oir- 
culated Builders’ Weekly News 
Letter said that workmen, with 
an eye on the rapidly disappear- 
ing pile of available materials, 
have reduced production accord- 
ingly to “stretch out” their jobs. 

In entering vehement and cate- 
gorical denials to such charges, 
unions contend they are unsound

Complaints of contractors about 
low productivity are directed par- 
ticularly at bricklayers and ce- 
ment finishers. They say a brick- 
layer lays only 400 bricks a day 
whereas he could easily lay 800 
and that a cement finisher puts 
in only 400 square feet of con- 
crete a day but could do 600 to 
800 square feet daily. 

An officer of the Bricklayers’ 
Union said it is difficult if not 
impossible to compute the average 
number of brick a mason can 
place in a masonry job in a given 
time. He said much depends on 
the skill and diligence of the in- 
dividual craftsman, the quality of 
_ work he is required to do, the 
type of materials used and the 
type of job he is working on. 


Another labor leader declared: 
“Contractors like to think of the 
‘slave days’ when a man worked 
Yor practically nothing and was 
supposed to do as much work as 
two men. Labor refuses to return 
to the dark ages.” 

Make Work’ Rules Cited. 


In their indictment of labor, 
eontractors charge that “make- 
work” rules prescribing limita- 
tions on tools and methods of op- 
eration contribute in large meas- 
ure to low productivity. They cite 
as examples prohibitions against 
painter’s brushes over a certain 
size and cement finisher’s trowels 
more than 12 inches in length. 

On this point, unionists contend 
the public has too often been mis- 
led into believing such rules were 
introduced to stretch out jobs and 
“make work,” whereas they are 
really measures to protect the 
workers’ health. 

“Swing ‘an over-size paint brush 
or trowel for eight hourg a day 
and find out what it does to you,” 
union craftsmen declare. More- 
over, they claim, such tools ac- 
tually cut down a workman’s ef- 
ficiency instead of increasing it. 

John J. Church, executive secre- 
tary of the St. Louis Building and 
Construction Trades Council, said 
he had heard reports of low pro- 
ductivity and had investigated 
them. “I have yet to find a case’ 
ef deliberate inefficiency or work 
slow-down,” he said. “There is a 
lot of loose talk about so-called re- 
strictive practices and imposed 
maximum work quotas. 

“Contractors can use _ electric 
saws, electric drills and paint 
sprays. A visit to any building job 
proves that. Nothing in our con- 
tracts sets a limitation on work. 
All trades co-operate fully with 
contractors and in strict accord- 
ance wits signed agreements.” 

Fortune e Survey. 

That contractors’ contentions on 
the effect of “feather-bedding” on 
costs might be exaggerated is in- 
dicated by a recent study by For- 
tune magazine of alleged restric- 
tive labor practices in Chicago, a 
stronghold of building trades 
unions. The, survey indicated no 
more than 3 per cent of cost could 
be directly charged to “make- 
work” rules: 

The matter of low-productivity, 
besides being a sore spot between 
unions and contractors, always 
has been an imponderable factor, 
but recently an attempt was made 
by the Engineering News Record, 
and industry trade publication, to 
translate it into tangible terms 
through a formula involving com- 
parison of wage scales and time

Examples of Disputes. 

Harly a day goes by without a 
jurisdictional squabble on some 
building job.

At Amertorp the entire job 
was shut down while carpenters 
fought with laborers over which 
should remove wood forms in con- 
struction of 14 concrete furnace 
pits. Laborers always have done 
the work, but the carpenters 
claimed it; 175 laborers walked 
off the job. 

At the Ford plant, near Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field, plumbers and 
laborers both claimed the work 
of laying and caulking cast-iron 
water pipe from the municipal 
main to the building line. Labor- 
erg always have done the work 
outside the building site, but now 
the plumbers want it and say they 
will not connect the pipe with the 
plant water system if the laborers 
lay it. Work has continued but 
how the finished plant will get 
water remains in doubt. 

Often both the carpenters and 
iron workers claim the work of 
laying I-beams in houses. This is 
expected to flare into the fore- 
front of jurisdictional disputes 
when commercial building shuts 


driver who helped wounded Ger- 
mans in Normandy told today how 
enemy troops ignored his Red 
Cross insignia and shot him four 
times after he surrendered at the 
Malmedy crossroads Dec. 17, 1944, 
Glaring at 74 SS. defendants, 
Samuel Dobyns of Sandusky, O., 
described to a United States mili- 
tary court the shooting of more 
than 100 soldiers as they stood 


with hands upraised in surrender 


in a field in Belgium during the 
Battle of the Bulge. 

Dobyns was trapped by cross- 
fire that day and his ambulance 


was riddled by machine-gun fire. 
He said he had just painted new 
Red Crosses on it. 


Spared at First. 
He and his helper hit the dirt 
and the ambulance was wrecked 
against a tree. He surrendered to 
a group of German troops, he 


testified, and one private wanted 


to kill him on the spot. 
“An officer told him not to 
shoot me,” Dobyns said. 
He walked slowly before the de- 
fendants, but was unable to pick 
out the officer. 
Dobyns said he was lined up 
with perhaps 150 others, including 
five wearing Red Cross insignia. 
There was a pistol shot and a man 
near him fell. 
“I broke ranks and ran to the 
rear,” he said. .“Then I heard 
another pistol shot and others in 
the rear started to disperse. At 
least two machine guns opened 
up and we all hit the dirt. I was 
shot four times and there were 
eight or ten other holes in my 
jacket. f 
“I saw three or four German 
soldiers shoot the wounded that 
were crying for help. I thought 
I was the only one left alive.” 
After several hours, Dobyns and 
15 or so others jumped up and 
ran to safety. Dobyns said he 
could not identify the captors as 
S. S. men. 

Missourian Testifies. 
Homer D. Ford, a military po- 
lice private of Leeton, Mo., told 


how he was captured that day 
and escaped from the bloody field 
after he had been shot. As he 
lay feigning death, he said, he 
heard Germans stamping around 
and battering the wounded with 
rifle butts. 

This testimony concluded the 
prosecution’s presentation of eye 
witness accounts by five enlisted 
men and one lieutenant who sur- 
vived the Malmedy shootings. All 
six now have been mustered out. 
They were brought by plane to 
Dachau for the trial. Seventy-one 
bodies were recovered from the 
Malmedy field. 

The court permanently excused 
these witnesses after the defense 
attorneys indicated they had no 
further cross examination; As the 
trial adjourned at noon until 
Thursday, the six boarded a plane 
for the United States. 

Yesterday's Witnesses. 

Those who testified yesterday 
were former Lt. Virgil P. Lary of 
Winchester, Ky.; Kenneth F. 
Ahrens, Erie, Pa., a former zer- 
geant; Kenneth E. Kingston, Al- 
lentown, Pa., and Carl R. Daub, 
Colebrook, Pa., both former cor- 
porals. 

Kingston told how a German 
soldier stood by him and fired two 
pistol shots into his helmet. The 
shots missed Kingston's skull. He 
had been grazed three times by 
machine-gun fire. 

After the firing stopped, he 
looked up cautiously, he related. 
Foot soldiers were shooting those 
still alive or clubbing them with 
gun butts, he testified.

Only slight opposition to Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann’s five reve- 
nue-increasing bills is expected 
when they are presented to the 
Board of Aldermen Friday, Alder- 
man Charles G. Kratovil said to- 
day. He predicted the aldermanic 
Ways and Means Committee, of 
which he is chairman, will act 
favorably on them. 

The bills, including one that 
provides for a one half of 1 per 
cent tax on the gross income of 
individuals and net income of cor- 
porations, would provide an esti- 
mated $6,895,000 additional rev- 
enue a year. 

Kratovil said he believes the ex- 
emption features, which have been 
written into the income tax bill, 
will eliminate much of the early 
opposition. The exemptions were 
established on a basis similar to 
those in the federal income tax 
law—$500 for the individual and 
$500 for each dependent. 

Kratovil’s opinion on the likeli- 
hood of little opposition to the in- 
come measures in the board was 
contrary to that of Albert I. 
Schweitzer, president of the board, 
who said he expected a stiff fight, 
“because all people are opposed 
to paying more taxes.” 

It was pointed out that between 
9 and 9:30 a.m. yesterday nine 
telephone calls from ‘ taxpayers 
were received at the Board of 
Aldermen, protesting against the 
income tax bill. No calls were 
received after 9:30 a.m. 

The decision to hold a public 
hearing on the proposed revenue- 
increasing measures, Kratovil 
said, will be left to the Ways and 
Means Committee, although Kra- 
tovil said he was opposed to pub- 
lic hearings on a measure of this 
nature, because all you get is a 
lot of people opposed to it and

Although the committee has not 
yet received a copy of the city in- 
come tax proposal, Kratovil said 
three of the seven members of his 
committee favored it; two were 
undecided and two were opposed.

25 per cent increase in merchants 
and manufacturers tax; and a 5 
per cent tax on gross income of 
hotels from rental of rooms to 
transients.

Partly printed and partly scrib- 
bled, the note demanded that the 
money be put in a brown brief 
case, “mostly in small bills,” and 
paid May 20 at a time and place 
to be designated later.

Crump said he had received no 
further instructions and had made 
no effort to comply with the de- 
mands.

Meyer's articles in the Washington 
Post. (Two articles by Mrs. 
Meyer, wife of Eugene Meyer, 
Post publisher, which were sharp- 
ly critical of Crump and his po- 
litical organization.) 

Crump charged that the articles 
were “filled with fabrications and 
distortion of facts.” 

He declined to say whether he 
had turned the case over to police 
for investigation.

Not a Moment to Lose in 
Solving Problem, He 
Declares—Asks for Co- 


operation of People. 


TOKYO, May 22 (AP)—Emperor 


Hirohito invested Japan’s third 


postwar cabinet today and Premier 
Shigeru Yoshida pleaded for co- 
operation between the Japanese 


government and people “to save 
the nation by their own united 
efforts.” 

Yoshida said the new govern- 
ment is determined to dispose of 
a variety of critical problems fac- 
ing the nation and “will boldly 
proceed with the execution of pol- 
icies which are already thorough- 
going in character and scope.” 

The task may not proceed 
smoothly, he acknowledged. “Un- 
fortunately, so far I have not 
been able to obtain positive sup- 
port of other parties, he com- 
mented. Left wing factions have 
opposed both Yoshida and his cab- 
met appointees. Yoshida heads 
the conservative, so-called Liberal 
party. 

“Early solution of the food prob- 
lem, which is the key to national 
rehabilitation, does not permit a 
moment's delay,” Toshida's state- 
ment said. “I paid special atten- 
tion to the selection of a minister 
to take charge of food administra- 
tion.” 

The new minister of agriculture, 
who deals with food problems, is 
Hirowo Wada, the premier’s sec- 
ond choice. His first, Hiroshi 
Nasu, was purged by Douglas Mac- 
Arthur on his ultra-nationalistic 
record. 

Yoshida said the “multitude of 
problems” facing Japan include 
revitalization of industry, unem- 
’ ployment and adjustment of eco- 
nomic and industrial affairs. He 
stated that while necessary emer- 
gency measures will be taken, “the 
government will consider a long- 
range policy for building a demo- 
cratic national economy.” 

Discussing revision of the na- 
tional constitution to outlaw war, 
Yoshida commented “I scarcely 
meed say of what urgent im- 
portance it is for us to lay as 
soon as possible the foundation for 
Japanese democracy by taking 
into consideration general world 
trends and paying due regard to 
the general will of our people.”

H. R. Knickerbocker Tells 
Bankers Our Industrial 
Might Also Precludes 
Possibility. 


The industrial might and pro- 
ductive capacity of the United 
States preclude the possibility of 
war between this country and the

Soviet Union, H. R. Knickerbock- 
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er, Pulitzer Prize winning news- 


paper correspondent, said today at 
the closing session of the Missouri 
Bankers’ Association convention 
at Hotel Jefferson. 

The American worker, he as- 
serted, can out-produce the Rus- 
sian worker two to eight times, 
giving the United States sufficient 
power to block what he said was 
the Soviet’s apparent plan to des- 
troy the British Empire and leave 
this nation isolated in a Soviet- 
dominated world. 

Because of the low standard of 
Russian technology, it would take 
the Soviet 12 to 15 years to match 
this country’s production of 
atomic bombs, even if the United 
States turned over blueprints for 
its production, Knickerbocker said, 

“Despite a good deal of hys- 
terical talk on the matter, I seri- 
ously doubt there will ever be 
an atomic war,” the cdrrespondent 
said. “The only two nations that 
could wage such a war are the 
United States and Russia, and 
both are vast and cover conti- 
nents. 

“Certainly an attack would 
cause immeasurable destruction, 
but it would be insufficient to 
prevent a retaliatory attack which 
would create equal devastation on 
the aggressor.” 

Although Russia has extended 


effective contro] over 11 Euro- 
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pean nations from Finland to the 
Balkans, which have a population 
of 120 million, and control 25 
million Germans in its occupation 
zone, the Soviet’s urge for ex- 
pansion has not ceased, Knicker- 
bocker continued. As this control 
is maintained by the Red Army, 
Stalin does not want a peace con- 
ference at this time because it

About 55,000 persons now are 
seeking jobs through the employ- 
ment service.

Bartholomew Talks to 


Women Voters 
Housing ‘Headaches’— 
Other Speakers. 


A forecast that there will be 
little construction here in the im- 
mediate future except of relatively 
cheap frame houses, with a con- 
tinuation of the costly decentral- 
lization of the urban area, was 
made last night by Harland Bar- 
tholomew, engineer of the City 
Plan Commission. He spoke be- 
fore a housing and planning con- 
ference concluding the twenty- 
seventh annual meeting of the 
League of Women Voters, at City 
Art Museum. 

“Under present conditions,” said 
Bartholomew, with reference to 
price levels and building limita- 
tions, “the outlook from the com- 
mission's point of view is that we 


; 


shall see more cheap construc- 
tion on the outskirts. This will be 
of the comparatively inexpensive 
| frame house, almost in the ‘crack- 
erbox” stage. As we can see it, 
there will be almost nothing but 
this type built. There will be no 
reconstruction of the city, but 
greater decentralization, greater 
financial problems for the com- 
munity, greater headaches, 
“What We Must Do.” 

“The city must compete with 
the suburban areas. What we 
must do, if the city is to get 
hold of its housing problems, is: 
First, hope for some form of 
metropolitan government, or at 
least some kind of metropolitan 
agency, to encourage proper plan- 
ning; second, a revision of zon- 
ing in the city and establish- 
ment of zoning in the county; 
third, adoption of the minimum 
standards housing ordinance now 
pending, which would do more for 
us than anything else; fourth, 
consider further revision of the 
building code to encourage build- 
ing in all parts of the trban 
area.” 

Bartholomew said that most 
dwellings here had been erected 
by speculative builders, seeking 
excessive profit, a fact which had 
produced many of the problems 
of planning. Unless some form of 
metropolitan control is obtained, 
the costiy unrestricted expansion 
of residential districts will con- 
tinue, he cautioned, with a re- 
minder that many dwellings erect- 
(ed in the outlying sections were of 
the lowest possible standards.

Racer Tested, 
Called Success 


INDIANAPOLIS, May 22 (AP) 
— Duke Nalon, Beverly Hills 
(Calif.) driver, tried out ‘his aux- 
iliary rocket power speedster at 
the Indianapolis Motor Speedway 
yesterday an? pronounced the test 
a success. 


Although the run was not timed 
officially, the dapper pilot said his 
car was traveling at the rate of 
100 miles an hour when he fired 
a four-second Jato rocket and 
that the speed increased to “130 
miles an hour and possibly 140.” 


When Nalon pressed the release 
button on his rocket, the car, trav- 
eling on the back stretch of the 
two and one-half mile track, 
lurched forward leaving a long 
trail of smoke behind. The smoke 
would be hazardous in the race. 

The demonstration was the first 
of the rocket-agssist principle ap- 
plied to racing cars in this coun- 
try. The rocket was of the type 
used during the war to help 
planes get into the air rapidly. 

W. H. Mason, assistant to the 
president of the General Tire Co., 
which makes the rockets, said the 
test was preliminary to experi- 
ments to be made “to see if 
rockets can be used as auxiliary 
brakes on railroad trains.”

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Anti-Franco Sentiment Growing 
In U. S., but Groups Urging Action 
Against Him Lack United Plan 


Three Liberal Organizations More Con- 
cerned at Present With Fall Elections — 
Fourth Seeks to Force House Action on 
Resolution for Break in Relations.

WASHINGTON, May 22. 


HILE the breaking off of all diplomatic and commercial rela- 
tions with the Franco Spanish government is the ultimate ob- 
jective of the various anti-Franco liberal and left-wing groups 


in this country, most of them have not yet worked out detailed pro- 
grams designed to achieve that goal, inquiry showed today. 


The situation with respect to 
Peron of Argentina is even less 
crystallized. The State Depart- 
ment has been openly hostile to 
the Franco regime, culminating in 
the official White Paper that 
charged the Generalissimo with 
active collusion with the Axis dic- 
tators during the war, but in the 
wake of the recent election in 
Argentina our Government has 
tempered its attitude toward Per- 
on, as shown, for example, by the 
decision to return an envoy to 
Argentina. 

The British Government, with 
heavy financial investments in 
South America, and confronted 
with the necessity of continuing 
its food imports, has partly 
averted its face from the smell of 
dictatorship in Argentina. But in 
Britain, as in the United States, 
France, and many other Allied 
mations, the cross-currents of con- 
troversy over Falangist Spain 
have never abated. If anything, 
the debate in this nation has 
grown wider and more emotional 
since the United States formally 
recognized the Franco govern- 
ment on April 1, 1939. 

Three Groups Urge Action. 

In a joint statement of policy 
and aims issued in Washington 
earlier this month, the CIO Poli- 
tical Action Committee, the Cit- 
izens’ Political Action Committee 
and the Independent Citizens’ 
Committee of the Arts, Sciences 
and Professions went on record 
as insisting on“an uncompromis- 
ing program to destroy the social 
and economic roots of Fascism in 
Germany and Japan and to quar- 
antine the sources of Fascist in- 
fection in Spain and Argentina.” 

Inquiry by the Post-Dispatch 
failed to develop any present in- 
tention on the part of the three 
organizations to act unanimously 
on a joint program directed 
against Franco and Peron. Their 
unity, at the moment at least, is 
concentrated on domestic prob- 
lems, particularly with relation to 
the coming elections. 

In due time specific recommen- 
dations and a concrete program 
may be enunciated, after the whole 
matter has been given more 
thought, spokesmen for the three 
organzations said. But mean- 
time it was indicated that the 
three groups are at least strongly 
sympathetic to the outspoken de- 
mand of the most aggressive anti- 
Franco organization -in the coun- 
try, the American Committee for 
Spanish Freedom, for immediate 
severance of diplomatic and trade 
relations with Spain. This com- 
mittee thus far has not concerned 
itself with Argentina. 4a 

Think Franco Would Fall. 

In the opinion of anti-Franco 
‘here, if Spain were 

thus subjected to a diplomatic and 
commercial quarantine by the 
United States alone or any group 
of Franco’s position would 
become wholly untenable, result- 
ing in his abdication or his forc- 
ible ovérthrow by the Republi- 


cans. 
State Department sources, how- 
ever, insist that it is hardly prob- 
able that the United States would 
take diplomatic action against 
Spain independently of the United 
Nations, especially in view of the 
UN's formal consideration of the 
Spanish problem. Within a few 
weeks a special commission of in- 
. quiry named by the UN will re- 
port on Poland’s charge that Spain 
at present is a threat to world 


security. 

One of the most militant anti- 
Franco campaigners is Represen- 
tative John M. Coffee (Dem.), 
Washington, who is a vice-chair- 
man of the American Committee 
for Spanish Freedom. Coffee, on 
July 3, 1945, introduced a House 
resolution reviewing the origins 
of the Franco adminisigation and 
calling for a rupture in diplomatic 
relations until “the people of Spain 
have once again availed them- 
selves of the God-given right to 
establish a friendly government of 
the people.” 


| 


The resolution has been pending 
in the House Committee on Foreign 
Affairs, of which Representative 
Sol Bloom (Dem.), New York, is 
chairman, Mrs. Eleanor Driesen, 
executive secretary of the Wash- 
ington Chapter of the American 
Committee for Spanish Freedom, 
told the Post-Dispatch today that 
the committee has circulated pe- 
titions among many organizations 
and individuals calling for action 
on Coffee’s resolution. The pe- 
titions, which the PAC, NCPAC, 
and ICCASP will be asked to sign, 
will be presented in due course 
to Chairman Bloom, The goal is 
one million signatures. 

The Catholic Issue. 

Sources close to the Spanish 
question told the Post-Dispatch 
that the “Catholic issue” undoubt- 
edly enters strongly into the clash 
of opinions on Franco’s worthi- 
ness. Within the Catholic church 
itself in this country, as among 
Catholic laymen, Franco has his 
staunch defenders and his articu- 
late critics, but most Catholic 
churchmen, the Post-Dispatch was 
told, tend to support him. 

During the bloody Spanish civil 
war, Catholics and peoples of all 
denominations were appalled by 
the publication of pictures depict- 
ing Jesuit priests and nuns al- 
legedly slaughtered by the loyalist 
troops, Loyalist supporters here 
either discounted these pictures 
as fraudulent propaganda, or 
counterbalanced them with equally 
barbaric atrocity photographs of 
butchered loyalist civilians, In any 
case, the pro-Franco atrocity pic- 
tures left a lasting impression on 
many Catholics, a factor that 
necessarily enters into their re- 
actions to the current controversy. 


Another factor, of course, is the 
fear that Communism might re- 
place Falangism if Franco is de- 
posed. This apprehension has 
been capitalized upon by Franco 
effectively. 3 

A spokesman at the Spanish em- 
bassy here told the Post-Dispatch 
that the embassy has had printed 
hundreds of thousands of pamph- 
lets defending the Franco govern- 
ment and suggesting the danger 
of the — of Communism. 
These pamphlets have been dis- 
tributed to Catholic churches and 
all organizations or individuals 
who request them, the spokesman 
said, adding that recently a Cath- 
olic church in Washington ob- 
tained hundreds for distribution to 
the congregation. 

Some Published by Church. 

Some of the tracts being circu- 
lated by the embassy were pub- 
lished by official organs of various 
Catholic archdioceses in this coun- 
try. Much of the material attacks 
the State Department’s “White 
Paper,” which sought to show fla- 
grant collusion between the Fa- 
langists and the Axis dictators. 
The theme of Communism is pre- 
dominant, as in a leaflet called 
“The Catholic Hierarchy and the 
Spanish Problem,” containing a 
pastoral letter of Dr. Pla y Den- 
iel, archbishop of Toledo and pri- 
mate of Spain, which says, in part: 

“The (Franco) movement, 
started to combat the menace of 
Communism, became a fight 
against international Communism.

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Kremlin Action 
On Peace Issues 
Expected Soon 


Washington Looks 
for Historic De- 
cisions Before 
June 15 Parley.

WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP). 

IPLOMATIC authorities here 
Dies for a series of historic 

foreign policy decisions by 
Moscow in the next three weeks 
affecting the whole immediate 
course of postwar events. 

They believe Premier Stalin and 
Foreign Minister Molotov will do 
the deciding before June 15, the 
date the four-power foreign min- 
isters’ conference resumes in 
Paris, and thereby determine the 
extent of future ‘Soviet co-opera- 
tion with the United States and 
Britain in making the peace. 

These are the critical issues on 
which the Kremlin now appears 
confronted with decisions: 

1. Do the Soviet leaders con- 
sider it more important to keep 
Russian occupation armies 
throughout eastern Europe or to 
get countries in this region on 
a peacetime basis with regular 
treaties concluded? 

2. Are they willing to make a 
settlement of the Trieste dispute 
which would fail to give Yugo- 
slavia that entire strategic area 
at the head of the Adriatic? 
Some officials here say that 
Trieste evidently has become a 
symbol of Russia’s ability to de- 
liver the goods for a friendly 
Communist government. 

3. Will Stalin overrule Molo- 
tov's initial objections to the 
pro 1 by Secretary of State 
Byrnes for a 25-year four-power 
German control pact or will he 
uphold Molotov’s objections to 
making such an agreement? 

There still was some feeling on 

Capitol Hill that the best way to 
deal with such issues would be 
another Big Three”—or even @ 
„Big Two“ conference. 

* Pepper (Dem.) Florida, 
told reporters he urgently ad vo- 
cated a meeting of President Tru- 
man, Stalin and British Prime 
Minister Attlee to iron out existing 
differences and restore the close 
co-operation of wartime. Repre- 
sentative Mundt (Rep.), South 
Dakota, said he thought a confer- 
ence between Truman and Stalin 
alone “is more and more clearly 
indicated.” 

These conference proposals, 
however, aroused few seconding 
voices and no official encourage- 
ment at the present time. 

In the opinion of persons fa- 
miliar with the recessed negotia- 
tions of the Big Four ministers at 
Paris, the thing most likely to 
force Russia’s hand is Byrnes’s 
announced intention to take the 
whole problem of European peace- 
making into the United Nations 
General Assembly unless the big 
powers quickly get together. 

The basic American timetable 
calls for a European peace confer- 
ence this summer prior to the 
General Assembly’s September 
meeting in New York. 

So it sums up to this. By an- 
nouncing he is ready to bring the 
U. N. into the picture if necessary, 
Byrnes in effect has told the So- 
viet Union the United States in- 
tends to make only one more try 
at peace-making by the big powers 
alone. And that kind of peace- 
making has dominated Russia's 
approach to all postwar problems. 

In the U.N. Assembly the dis- 
agreements over peace treaty is- 
sues, such as Trieste, would be 
worked out in recommendations 
adopted by the Assembly by two 
thirds, rather than unanimous 
vote. Russia would face the pros- 
pect of being outvoted, and there 
is some speculation that in such a 
predicament the Russians might 
feel compelled to withdraw from 
Assembly sessions concerned with 
peace-making as they have with- 
drawn from U.N. Security Council 
sessions concerned with Iran.

Allies, Swiss 
Compromise on 
German Assets 


U. S., Britain and 
France to Get Half 
of Property, Ex- 
cept for Gold. |

A MERICAN, British and French 


negotiators prepared today to 
negotiate on German holdings 
in Sweden after getting roughly 
“half a loaf” from Switzerland. 
The talks with the Swedish dele- 
gation—second of the wartime 
neutrals summoned to Washing- 
ton on the German assets issue— 


probably will start next week. 


While some details of the Swiss 
agreement have not yet been 
worked out, an announcement 
last night showed the issue will 
be resolved this way: 

1. All German assets in 
Switzerland except gold money 
will be split into two equal 
shares, one going to the Swiss, 
the other to the three Allied 
powers. (American officials es- 
timate the value of these assets 
at more than $750,000,000.) 


2. Switzerland will keep about 
$88,000,000 in German gold mon- 
ey, which the Allfes claim was 
looted from conquered coun- 
tries, but will pay the Allies 
$58,140,000 in Swiss money in 
lieu of it. 

3. The Swiss, with advice from 
the Allies, will decide what are 
—and what are not—German as- 
sets. Cases deemed “doubtful or 
controversial” will be referred 
to arbitration. 
When the negotiations started 
March 18, the Americans, British 
and French insisted Switzerland 
should turn over all its German 
assets. The Allies contended this 
was necessary both to provide 
reparations and to insure against 
use of the assets to rearm any 
future German government. 

The Swiss, however, held they 
could not turn ovef any German 
assets to the Allies because such 
action would -compromise their 
neutrality and violate internation- 
al law. 

Thus, the agreement represented 
a compromise, A silent argument 
on’ the Allied side was the fact 
the United States still has not re- 
leased Swiss assets valued at more 
than $1,500,000,000 which were 
“frozen” in this country during 
the war.

Our national Congress is debating a 
loan fo Great Britain. We are arrang- 
ing UNRRA projects to feed the starv- 

peoples of China, France, Greece, 

y, Belgium, even Germany and Japan. 

At the same time, here at home, with 

no fanfare, no UNRRA, people are liv- 
ing in abject poverty. 

Here in the Middle West, one of the 
richest ons of the country, families 
are trying to live on less than 55 per 
cent of their minimum needs. I con- 
sider it a disgrace to the State, to the 
mation and to any of us who sit idly 
by and let this catastrophe overtake our 
fellow citizens. 

I have discussed this with a large 
number of my acquaintances, and we all 
agree that something should be done. 
The Missouri Association for Social Wel- 
fare has suggested that if the request 
of the Social, Security Commission for 
$8,475,000 were granted in full, we could 
alleviate much of the starvation of these 
people who are at this time unable to 
help themselves. In my opinion, it 
would be a good investmefit, as the 
State would spend less trying to cure 
the diseased bodies and minds of starved 
people if it spent a sufficient amount to 
prevent starvation. 

Juvenile delinquency, the costly, un- 
necessary waste of our youth, is much 
more common among the underpriv- 
jleged. Do you think that a child who 
steals because he is hungry is a crim- 
inal? Do you think that tle children 
who form gangs, destroy property and 
endanger their own lives and the lives 
of others are criminal, if they have a 

| und of starvation and constant 
ä of the necessities of life? 

Do you think a child crippled by rick- 
ets, scurvy, tuberculosis, anemia, or any 
ther disease caused by severe privation, 
will grow up to be a good, useful citi- 
sen? Do you not agree that to save the 
life of one child—or one adult, for that 
matter—is worth a great deal more than 
is now being spent on each of these 
poor unfortunates? 

The usual aid to dependent children is 
from about $10 to about $20—not per 
week but per month. Could you support 
a child on that amount—give him food, 
shelter, clothing, to say nothing of edu- 
cation and recreation that are so neces- 
gary in the growth of a mind, as well as 
„ ? 


I favor the grant of the full amount 
needed for general relief next year. I 
don’t think I would enjoy my meals if 
I did nothing to change the situation 
that I now know to be a fact, that chil- 
dren in my community are starving to 
death.

Queries on the Tax Plan 


There can be no doubt that the City of St. 
Louis needs more revenue, and needs it now. It 
is already operating under a deficit of about 
$1,250,000 under the current budget. Large new 
expenditures must be faced in the near future: 
increases in pay for city employes and police; 
establishment of a pension system; creation and 
operation of a rubbish collection system; expan- 
sion of city services curtailed in a too sharply 
cut budget. 

Mayor Kaufmann, properly opposed to deficit 
spending and jealous of the city’s excellent cred- 
it standing, has earnestly sought ways and means 
of raising additional revenue. After months of 
consideration and consultation, he is offering to 
the Board of Aldermen a new tax program es- 
timated to raise $6,895,000. This sum will come 
within $212,000 of meeting the city’s needs, if 
the Mayor’s program of expanded and new serv- 
ices is adopted. 

The main tax proposal of the Mayor is a levy 
of one-half of 1 per cent on the gross incomes 


of individuals and on the net income of cor- 


porations, to yield $5,000,000, all but $250,000 to 
come from individuals. It is around this new 
tax, similar to occupation taxes in Philadelphia 
and Toledo, that most of the controversy will 
center, 

One of the most commendable features of 
the tax is that it will cause people who derive 
their incomes in St‘ Louis, but who live in the 
county, to contribute something for city services 
which they enjoy. Since it is seemingly politi- 
cally impossible to unite any part of the county 
with the city, the tax is a proper one on those 
who ride to work on the Express Highway, are 
under police and fire protection, visit the Zoo, 
the Art Museum and Public Library, and are the 
beneficiaries of other city services. 

Under the occupation tax, citizens will be en- 
titled to the same exemptions allowed to Federal 
income taxpayers, plus an additional 10 per cent. 
Thus, if a man with a wife and two children 
(exemption $2000) earns $3000 a year, he would 
be taxed on only $900, and would pay $4.50 a 
year, surely no great sum. 

Questions, however, will be asked about the 
new tax. Why does it apply only to the net in- 
come of corporations, after all taxes are paid, 
but to the gross income of individuals, before 
even living expenses are paid? For corporations 
to contribute only $250,000 out of a total of 
$5,000,000 seems inequitable. Another question 
is, How is the city going to separate income 
earned here from income earned elsewhere? 
This question interests corporations which have 
outside income, as well as individuals who live 
here but earn their money, or part of it, else- 
where. 

Third and most important question: Why is 
the tax a flat one, ignoring relative ability to 
pay and placing percentage-wise as much bur- 
den on the man who makes $3000 a year as gn 
the man who makes $300,000? One of the basic 
principles of income taxation is that the rates 
be graduated according to ability to pay. The 
Mayor’s plan ignores this principle. 

We bring up these questions, not to cavil with 
the Mayor’s plan and with full realization of 


the city’s financial plight, but to invite study 


and discussion. If the city is to engage in a 


vide departure from past tax practices, the new 


system should be built on the firmest and fair- 
est foundation.

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A Judge Blocks an Old Trick 

The lawyer-legislator device is a favorite 
dodge for delaying and obstructing justice in 
Missouri. Judges usually consider themselves 
helpless to do anything but order a continu- 
ance when counsel in a case asks for it because 
he is a member of the Legislature, as the 
State’s archaic law provides, but Circuit Judge 
David J. Murphy is different. He didn't sub- 
mit meekly, and he has achieved a rare feat in 
Missouri jurisprudence. 

When Representative George Munger of 
Bloomfield introduced himself as counsel in a 
criminal tfial in Judge Murphy's court, and 
announced he was “ready to try the case, but 
not now,” the Judge sized up the situation at 
once. He circumvented the ancient trick by 
denying Munger’s application to make his entry 
of appearance, and the trial went on. 

While a bill to end this abuse is blocked in 
the Legislature—by, incidentally, a legislator 
who at last report had obtained seven such con- 
tinuances in the present session—Missouri needs 
more jurists like Judge Murphy, 
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Things have reached a pretty pass indeed if 
the British can't give India back to the Indians. 
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Need for an Aviation Program 

St. Louis apparently faces a long wait before 
it ean accommodate more heavy air traffic than 
it does now. Milton M. Kinsey, chairman of 
the Airport Commission, says it will be at least 
18 months before airliners can use the new part 
of Lambert Field, and he puts that prediction 
on a basis of hope. 

Granting that Mr. Kinsey is right, what then? 
Is St. Louis to sit tight between now and 1948, 
and let the planes fly by? That is the pro- 
cedure of procrastination by which we arrived 


at this point, with only one inadequate major 


airport, and few minor ones, From the be- 
ginning, the lapse has been in our imagination, 
in our ability to think a few years ahead. 

By one estimate, there will be 7500 flyers of 
private planes in our metropolitan area by 1950. 
Where will we put those planes? And no one 
has made any estimate of the growth of airline 
flights, but already, since the war's end, they 
have increased by more than 300 per cent. What 
do we propose to do about it? 

Two days ago, an aviation authority gave a 
deserved spanking to City Hall airport ad- 
ministration generally, which he said operated 
“by guess and remote control.” George Hadda- 
way, publisher of Southern Flight Magazine, de- 
clared that “by far the majority of our City 
Hall-controlled airports just grew. There was 
no long-range plan, no intelligent appraisal of 
the airports’ real function.” 

St. Louis’s vague hopes of being a future air 
center now demand appraisal and long-range 
planning. We have had neither. We do not 
know how many airports we will need, where 
or why. When the materials shortage eases, 


, justifiably, rejected by the operators. 
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and we can go ahead with further construction, . 
‘we won't know where to go. 


The city must start looking for the answers 
to these questions, as it struggies to complete 
Lambert Field. Above all, it must get to work, 
with other nearby communities, on a metropoli- 
tan master plan, to guide us through a decade 
when commerce will move on wings. 
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Seizure of the Coal Mines 


Now, with seizure of the country’s soft-coal 
mines on order of the President, the predomi- 
nant issue is not the struggle between the union 
and the operators, but the resumption of a duel 
of some three years’ standing to decide the ques- 
tion: Is John L. Lewis bigger than the Ynited 
States Government? 

Union-management negotiations are dead- 
locked. Lewis's demand for sole control of 
his proposed welfare fund was bluntly, and 
The 12- 
day truce period so far has brought no results, 
except rejection of the President's arbitration 
proposal by both sides. It seems improbable that 
there can be a settlement by Saturday, when 
the truce expires, so the President's action is 
taken with the p se of averting the industrial 
paralysis that had already been threatened by 
the 40-day work stoppage before Lewis sent his 
men temporarily back to the mines. 

But a flag on the tipple is no guarantee by 
itself of activity in the pit below. The coal 
mines have been taken over by the Government 
on five previous occasions in the last three years. 
Sometimes the miners have worked under Fed- 
eral authority, but there have been times, even 
while the war was on, when Lewis defied the 
Government’s authority and the strikes con- 
tinued. 

At best, therefore, the Federal seizure is a 
desperate and dubious expedient. It has been 
only a temporary remedy, even when it worked! 
And today, with industry eager to resume full 
postwar production and the public waiting to buy 
its output, the move is no more than a gesture 
by the President in the hope that it will insure 
an uninterrupted supply of fuel to keep the 
country’s factories and railroads and power 
plants in operation. 

„This may happen, John L. Lewis willing, but 
the underlying evils will not have been re- 
moved. The country will still need a compre- 
hensive labor code that will eliminate these re- 
curring struggles at the public expense, It will 
still lack a statute that, while protecting labor's 


right to strike, will curb its power to paralyze 


the national economy. 

Government seizure of the mines, as of the 
railroads, should be a warning signal to Wash- 
ington that enactment*of rules for the orderly 
functioning of industrial relations cannot be long 


delayed.

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The Maps That Weren't Used 


The waste that accompanies war is on the 
whole deplorable, but one item-of it that has 
just come to light will be deplored by no Amer- 
ican. That is the sale of 22,000,000 Army maps 
for $5040, a fraction of their original cost, with 
the shredding machines of a paper mill as their 
destination. 

Those were the maps made for the invasion 
of Japan, and it was our nation’s great good 
fortune that they never had to be used, and that 
the estimated million casualties in that projected 
military operation did not occur. The two atomic 
bombs dropped on Japan had a good deal to do 
with making those maps unnecessary, so the 
epochal scientific discovery began its career with 
a saving of Allied lives, at the same time that 
it took its frightful toll among the Japanese. 

Jap leaders showed real wisdom when they 
gave up the war after the deadliness of the 
new weapon became known to them. Now the 
questian is, Will the leaders of the other nations 
be wise enough to give up war for that same 
compelling reason? 
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To Develop Missouri Forests 

The history of Missouri's forests can be told 
in a few words: years of exploitation, then years 
of neglect. The results can also be briefly told: 
What might be a major asset for the State is 
instead a minor industry; in some sections, an 
actual liability. 

Missouri has acres of useless stump-land, over- 
grazed areas bereft of trees and subject to ruin- 
ous erosion, destructive forest fires in the dry 
season, abandoned sawmill towns in counties 
with near-empty treasuries. It should have reg- 
ular lumber crops ready for profitable harvest- 
ing from year to ‘year, square miles of forest to 
provide shelter for wildlife and pleasant recrea- 
tion areas, millions of trees to bind the soil, stop 
floods before they start and check the washing 
of topsoil down the rivers. 

It can have all these if the Legislature passes 
a pending bill that will make possible a long- 
range program of reforestation and conservation, 
This bill, based on the new Constitution’s pro- 
vision for tax concessions on lands where trees 
are planted, will encourage new forest develop- 
ment. By setting aside a badly needed fund for 
increased fire protection, it will protect the re- 
vived industry and remove a considerable public 
hazard, 

The Conservation Commission is ready to go 
on this expanded program whenever the Legis- 
lature gives the word. But time is growing 
short, and immediate attention to the bill is re- 
quired if its benefits are not to be postponed.

One wishes more and more that Mr. Klp- 
ling had been right. It would be so com- 
fortable for East to remain East. But ever 
so often the most sheltered and secluded of 
Westerners has to try to capture some sort 
of understanding of what goes on in India. 
The clamor, though very remote, keeps ring- 
ing in our ears. 


It is important, therefore, to keep stead- 
ily in mind the fundamental fact that the 
false issues are the issues we see and hear. 
The real issues (it is not an Oriental inven- 
tion) are cunningly hidden and denied. 


To those who from some particular inter- 
est try to follow consistently the weird ges- 
tures and speeches of the chief actors, the 
deception becomes maddening. One has the 
feeling that the true evidence could quickly 
and sensibly be dealt with, but that all the 
falsity will perpetually frustrate solution. 


Take the main issue that is flaunted to 
the world—religion. Actually, religion has 
little or nothing to do with India’s furious 
stalemate, 

Of all the religions in the world, the 
Hindu religion is probably the most toler- 
ant, all-embracing one. You can be a good 
Hindu and worship a tiger or a rat. The 
basic tenets are so elastic as to invite one 
and all to enter in. It is quite impossible 
to find the most minute grounds for holy 
war in the Hindu concept. 


Selfish Men Arouse Friction 


‘Likewise, the Moslem faith is based on 
tolerance. It is extremely democratic. Mo- 
hammed is the only ue prophet, but he 
never incited his followers to sulk alone or 
to exterminate other faiths, 


Yet the point you will hear most insis- 
tently and glibly advanced to explain all of 
India's troubles is that Indians can't live 
together because of their religions, 


Poppycock! India’s millions could live to- 
gether as agreeably in their separate faiths 
as America’s millions in theirs. Various of 
their overlords, some native and some for- 
eign, have shrewdly aroused antagonisms 
based on economic and social and other in- 
fluences and have pasted a flamboyant re- 
ligious label on the whole evil package, tak- 
ing advantage of a prevailing naivete in 
such matters. 


Mr. Jinnah, the ‘boss of the Moslem 
League, has done a pretty rotten thing. He 
has whipped up a sort of religious nation- 
alism among a great many Moslems, and 
he has proclaimed flatly that he will not 
permit his followers to live in any sort of 
India that does not provide them with a 
separate Moslem state, called Pakistan. 


It is not the first time in history -that 
religious feelings have been used to create 
temporal power, but unless our ethical evo- 
lution reverses itself, we can hope it will 
be the last on so huge a scale. 


A society which hag advanced far enough 
scientifically to tear apart the basic stuff 
of the universe and create atomic power is 
asked to give its blessings to a concept of 
life and government so bigoted and stony 
and uncharitable as to conjure pictures of 
medieval torture and fanaticism. 


Jinnah—“Colossal Hypocrite” 


Jinnah ig a colossal hypocrite. His devo- 
tion to his religion has never been observed 
as a cardinal characteristic. The aims, the 
prises, in India are wealth and power. 
These are the ancient familiar stimuli for 
all the fierce bickering and the intellectual 
shadow-boxing. It should never be forgot- 
ten when the news turns up another report 
that religion has deadlocked negotiations. 


The British are not free from guilt of 
having collaborated, if not actually having 
fostered, some of this muddled animosity, 


Nearly 40 years ago, the British rulers of 
India introduced the communal system of 
elections, which permits Moslems to vote 
only for Moslems, Hindus only for Hindus, 
thus freezing politica into a religious pat- 
tern which has barred all normal political 
intercourse, all freedom of choice, all 
chance of that liberty of political action 
which is essential to equilibrium, 


‘Now that the British apparently want to 
rectify the error and create a political sys- 
tem in which Indians can mingle and vote 
as human beings, Jinnah has seized on all 
the accumulated strength of habit to defeat 
them. 


The crucia] moments in this long and

A Survey of Our Culture 
By Non-Highbrow Critic 


“Dickens, Dali & Others,” by George Orwell. (Rey- 
mal & Hitehcock, New York.) 

Here are 10 essays in popular culture by 
the English critic, George Orwell, a man 
well known in his own country and to 
American students of contemporary Eng- 
lish literature, but hitherto unpublished in 
America. 

Unlike many critics, Mr. Orwell chooses 
not to consider “highbrow” culture alone. 
He deals in this volume with several sub- 
jects which the highbrow critic would 
scorn—comic postcards, for instance, boys’ 
magazines, detective stories and the comic 
novelist F. G. Wodehouse. With a couple 
of exceptions, even the toplofty subjects 
are discussed in relation to their popular 
influence, 


* * * 


The first and longest essay is that on 
Dickens. Even if you are a Dickensian, 
you will learn something about your favor- 
ite author—things that will perhaps anger 
you at first, until you see haw well Mr. 
Orwell supports his statements, and how, 
in spite of his adverse remarks, he man- 
ages to retain his own love for Dickens. 
The weakness of Dickens as a critic of so- 
éiety becomes evident as a result of this 
analysis. ; 

The essay on Salvador Dali is excellent. 
That very pretentious and mannered artist 
is given a critical lambasting which needed 
to be administered long ago. All who have 
felt the perversity and humbug that hide 
behind Dali’s slick decadence will here find 
ammunition to fire at their esthetic friends. 
Mr. Orwell has the courage to affirm that 
Dali is morally rotten—a fact that many 
have sensed, but have lacked the courage to 
assert in the face of the oh’s and ah of 
the artier critics.

On this subject Mr. Orwell says: “Obscen- 
ity is a very difficult question to discuss 
honestly. People are too frightened, either 
of seeming to be shocked or of seeming not 
to be shocked, to be able to define the re- 
lationship between art and morals.” 

Such honest insights as this show Mr. 
Orwell to be neither on the side of the 
Philistines nor on the side of the Bohemi- 
ans, and they give his essays an altogether 
individual flavor. The sickness of our 
society becomes a bit more comprehensible 
through his pages. He shows us the symp- 
toms and helps us with the diagnosis; the 
cure remains the question.

Novel About a Boy and a Seal 


“Valley Boy,” by Theodore Pratt. (Duell, Sean & 

Pearce, New York.) 

Anything can happen when a seal plays 
the lead and the locale is Hollywood. Throw 
in @ sex angle, a few screwballs and you 
have what is supposed to be the touching 
story of a wistful young boy who wants his 
parents’ love more than he wants a catch- 
er’s mitt or a pair of dirty saddle oxfords. 

In spite of the author’s effort to build 
the story of a heartbreakingly lonely child 
about Johnny Birch, his heart really be- 
longs to Oscar the seal—pardon, the sea 
lion, Oscar has all the charm, esprit and 
elan vital that Johnny should have, He 
plays “America” in off-rhythm, has a sensi- 
tive stomach and is easily offended. In 
short, he is the circug press agent's dream. 

Johnny, on the other hand, refuses the 
big-eyed kid role which has been selected 
for him. He is really a tough little chap 
with few illusions about people and living. 

Pratt is an exuberant writer. He writes 
without much effort, hastening from one 
episode to another. His novels and movies 
can be counted by the dozens, and time is 
apparently neither object nor barrier.

How British Miners’ Welfare Fund 
Is Administered 


OFIN L. LEWIS has repeatedly justified his proposed miners’ 
health and welfare fund on the ground that British and even 


Jia miners have what he is 


asking. This argument was lately 


repeated by William Green, president of AFL, with which Mr. Lewis 


has refederated his union. 


Now, Britain has, indeed, a min- 
ers’ welfare fund. Until the first 
steps in the nationalization of the 
British mines, it was supported by 
a levy of a penny a ton on all 
mined coal and supplemented by a 
tax of 5 per cent on royalties to 
shareholders, which, of course, is 
deductible from income tax. But 
this fund, in its administration, is 
not at all what Mr. Lewis is de- 
manding. It differs radically from 
his proposition in exactly the point 
under dispute: who is to admin- 
ister such a fund? Lewis demands 
that the union have sole jurisdic- 
tion over the money. : 


Set Up by Law. 


The British miners’ welfare fund 
was not created, in the first place, 
by collective bargaining between 
miners and employers, but by an 
act of Parliament—the Mining In- 
dustry Act. It has never been ad- 
ministered by the union, but by a 
public commission, appointed by 
the Board of Trade, a Government 
department with Cabinet status. 
The union could never, under the 
act, legally decide the membership 
of the commission nor could it 
possibly control a majority of 
members, 

Under the original act, the com- 
mission consisted of five persons, 
and the Board of Trade was in- 
structed to appoint one, “after 
consultation with the Mining Asso- 
ciation (operators), and one after 
consultation with the Mining Fed- 
eration (union).” That left three 
open appointments and all mem- 
bers were responsible only to the 
commission itself. 

As amended in 1926, the com- 

was enlarged to seven 
members, of whom again one was 
to be appointed after consultation 
with the union, one after consul- 
tation with the owners. In 1939 a 
permanent miners’ welfare com- 
— established, consist- 
ng persons, again a int- 
ed by the Board of Trade, of 
whom three were to be appointed 
after consultation with the union, 
three after consultation with the 
employers’ association and one 
from recipients of royalties. 


Under State Control. 


The commission published an 
annual report of receipts and pay- 
ments, available to Parliament 
and public. From time to time, 
the levy has been reduced or in- 
creased, but never has risen over 
a penny per ton, plus a levy of a 
shilling in the pound, or 5 per 
cent, on royalties received by coal 


owners. 
When the actual coal of Britain 
became the property of the state, 
which bought out the owners, the 
royalty levy was paid by the 
State Coal Commission. The coal 
nationalization bill, about to be 
passed by Parliament, modifies 
some details of the Miners’ Wel- 


fare Commission. The levy on out- 
put and royalties will be paid into 
the fund the National Coal 
Board. The Miners’ Welfare Com- 
mission, consisting of a chairman 
and nine members, wil] be ap- 
pointed by the Minister of Fuel 
and Power, instead of the Board 
of Trade. Under the new bill 
of the Labor Government, the 
Minister will not have to consult 
even ‘the union concerning the 
membership, but can appoint any- 
one he deems fit, though it is pre- 
sumed he will continue to balance 
the commission with persons hav- 
ing experience of both labor and 
management, 


All Need Protection. 


These facts, with which Mr. 
Lewis is certainly familiar, pre- 
clude any analogy between his 
proposition and the British sys- 
tem. Mr. Lewis wants a fund 10 
times the size of the British, raised 
by a levy on payrolls, and turned 
over for exclusive administration 
to his union, with representation 
of neither management nor pub- 
lic. It is just this which is op- 
posed both by the operators and by 
our Government. 


The British, even under a Labor 
Government, see the logic and jus- 
tice of exactly the point I made 
in my last comment: A fund 
which, in the end, is largely paid 
by the public as consumers and 
puts burdens on owners should not 
be administered by an organiza- 
tion which has no responsibility 
to either. Miners, owners and con- 
sumers must all be protected. 


How Money Is Spent. 


The British fund has brought 
great improvements in the mines. 
The first thing it was used for, as 
provided in the act itself, was to 
provide all coal mines with facili- 
ties for workmen taking baths and 
drying clothes. The fund has been 
used for many forms of social wel- 
fare, recreation, education of for- 
mer miners and of miners’ depend- 
ents, and it has also financed re- 
search into “methods of promoting 
the health and safety of workers 
in or about coal mines.” Under 
the new bill, responsibility for this 
latter purpose has been taken 
away from the commission and 
fund and given the minister who 
must get funds for it from Parlia- 
ment. 

If something like this were what 
Mr. Lewis is proposing, it could 
and should be supported in reason 
and equity, as compatible with the 
interests of miners, management 
and the public. But it is not at 
all what he is proposing, and it is 
unfair of him and Mr. Green to 
present a false analogy to min- 
ers and the public, few of whom 
can be expected to have familiari- 
ty with the British fund and its 


form of administration.

Will Food Be Stopped? 


! What happens, then, to the re- 
lief ships carrying food to a hun- 


gry world? I asked that question 


_ of one of the leading officers of 
the National Maritime Union. He 
replied that a special committee 

has been set up to deal with just 

that question. Co-chairmen of 

that committee are Harry Bridges 

of the CIO Longshoremen’s Union 
and Joseph Curran of the NMU. 

I was told that nothing had 
deen worked out yet. The com- 
/ mittee will take the matter up 
with UNRRA. It will insist 
on assurances from UNRRA that 
ships with UNRRA relief food 
contain nothing else but relief. 
The fact is, however, that 
-UNRRA is shipping only a frac- 
tion of the food leaving American 
ports. That is the fraction going 
to countries which cannot pay. 
Most shipments are going to coun- 
tries that need the food desper- 
ately and have the foreign ex- 
change to pay for it. 

Are these ships to be stopped? 
The answer seems to lie with the 
maritime unions. If they are 
stopped, hunger, famine will 
spread in Europe and Asia. 


An American Tragedy. 


Now look at the background of 
the maritime unions. Communist 
influence is greater there than in 
any other union in the country. 
Bridges and Curran are heroes of 
the Communists’ Daily Worker. 
Soviet Russia was asked to join 
forces with Britain and the Unit- 
ed States in helping to meet the 
famine crisis. In spite of a per- 
sonal message from President 
Truman to Stalin, the Rygsians 
‘declined. Does Russia want hun- 
Fer to spread in the world? Will 
hunger and chaos further Com- 
‘munist policy? The conduct of 


the maritime strike may help to | 


answer those questions. 

It is an American tragedy that 
this strike will take place against 
a background of collusion and 
corruption in the building of mer- 
chant ships during the war.

Lewis has become the 
hero of Republican isolationism. 
Diehard employers see in his tac- 
tics the chance to realize their 
fondest aims. 


The coal strike has gone a long 
way toward undermining price 
control. In s6 doing, it has ir- 
reparably Rarmed the Truman Ad- 
ministration. Mass production un- 
ions in steel and automobiles are 
suffering severe damage which 
comes on top of the losses result- 
ing from the steel and motor 
strikes, 


Like Enemy Agents’ Work. 


While they have different aims, 
extreme Left and extreme Right 
are achieving the same result. 
That result is to reduce America 
to impotence at a time when the 
weight of our prestige and influ- 
ence is most needed to strike a 
balance in a despairing world. An 
avowed Communist in this coun- 
try has been quoted as saying that 
the consequence of the United 
States’ effort to “interfere” with 
Russian foreign expansion will be 
the reduction of this country to a 
“third-rate power.” 


The strikes can be explained as 
an inevitable result of the fearful 
economic dislocation of the war. 
The railroad unions cannot be fit- 
ted into any broad political pat- 
tern. When their leaders have 
played politics, it has been al- 
most entirely in the special inter- 
ests of the railroad unions. They 
have taken a middle-of-the-road 
political line. : 

Yet when all this has been said, 
the fact remains that if in the in- 
terests of international power pol- 
itics, the aim had been to cripple 
and impair this country, it could 
not have been done more effec- 
tively. You do not have to look 
far to see what this means.

Display of Water Colors and 
Dils at Art Museum 
Until June 2. 


Street scenes, landscapes and 
portraits predominate among the 
30 water colors and oils which 14 
members of the Studio Group are 
showing at the City Art Museum. 
Most of the exhibitors, all of 
whom are women, banded togeth- 
er in 1932, engaged Fred Conway 
as instructor, and have been paint- 
ing under his guidance since then. 


“Garden Party,” by Mary L. 
Gibbins, with its bright tints and 
its casually drawn figures sipping 
punch in a floral setting, imparts 
a festive air and a spirit of non- 
chalant relaxation. Sunshine on 
vegetation in the center of the 
picture contrasts effectively with 
darker foliage, shade and low 
brick walls that edge it. Brilliant 
yellows, blues and greens are used 
more lavishly than they occur in 
nature, but in such a way as to 
stress the mood of the painting. 
Anne L. Lehmann’s “Girl in Cos- 
tume” is an intense portrait em- 
phasizing primary colors and clar- 
ity in line. 
pleasing design and a study of a 
youthful, perhaps uncomplex char- 
acter. 

In “Nude in a Hat,” Marion 
Read centers attention on the tex- 
ture and glow of human flesh 
through her use, for contrast, of

Ethel Hendy Cross, in her mild- 
ly cubistic “July,” with its sharp 
angles and straight lines of barns 
and plowed fields, makes use of a 
surprising range of color and 
achieves a natural effect of mel- 
low sunshine and restfulness. 
“Village of Bourbon,” by Eda Lin- 
coln Cushing, is a misty view of a 
small town with a _ fairyland 
aspect. Unreality is heightened by 
the picture’s recurrent color pat- 
terns and its impression of being 
out of focus at the edges.

VARIETIES PREDICTED 


Dr. W. Barry Wood Jr. Tells 
Medical Society of Re- 
search Work. 


Improved varieties of penicillin 
will result from chemical research 
which is laying bare the mole 
cular structure of the drug, Dr. W. 
Barry Wood Jr., professor of 
medicine at Washington Univer- 
sity, asserted last night at «a 
meeting of the St. Louis Medical 
Society. . : 

Biochemists have established 
that there are four major types 
of penicillin, and possibly others, 
in commercially produced batches 
of the drug, he said. Each variety 
exhibits different properties as «@ 
drug in the body with penicillir 
G many times as active as peni- 
cilliin K, although the two types 
show about the same potency in 
laboratory tests. g 

“Until the exact contents of 
commercial penicillin are known, 
physicians should use liberal doses 
of the drug whenever patients do 
not respond as expected to treat- 
ment,” Dr. Wood advised. 

Reports that penicillin has been 
declining in effectiveness probably 
can be explained by the fact that 
early penicillin contained a high 
proportion of the G type, while 
that produced more recently has 
contained more of the K variety, 
he said. Identification of the vari- 
ous types has led to the discovery 
that special varieties of food for 
the mold producing the drug will 
turn out penicillin G, he added. 

To forestall a possible deficit at 
the end of the year, the Medical] 
Society voted to request a $5 do- 
nation from each member not in 
military service.

Ernst, chairman of the budget

HOUGH we are working faith- 

fully on limiting the bread on 

our diets so that our neighbors 
around the world may not starve, 
there is still danger of wasting 
considerable bread. When only a 
little bread is consumed each day, 
a part of the loaf may become too 
stale to enjoy as bread. When 
this happens, the remaining slices 
should be spread out in one layer 
on a cake rack or a baking sheet, 
then covered with waxed paper or 
a clean cloth to prevent dust from 
settling, and then left to stand 
until dry enough to roll into fine 
crumbs. This takes only a few 
hours in a warm kitchen. If the 
dry slices are placed in a clean 
paper sack and the open ends are 
clipped or tied together, the bag 
may be carefully rolled a few 
times with the rolling pik, and 
they will be converted into beau- 
tifully fine crumbs. These may be 
used to prepare many delicious 
and attractive dishes. Asparagus 
polonaise is onecalling for crumbs 
that your family will welcome—it 
is one that appears on the menus 
of the best of hotels these days. 


If commercial mayonnaise or 
salad dressing is difficult to ob- 
tain, then use instead your favor- 
ite boiled salad dressing in the 
same amount. There are a num- 
ber of ways to apply the polonaise 
part of this dish, But whichever 
way you choose, the crumb mix- 
ture should be sizzling hot and 
applied the instant the asparagus 
is done, and asparagus should 
never be overcooked. The crumb 
mixture may blanket the vegeta- 
ble entirely from view, or it may 
just cover the base of the aspara- 
gus or only the tips. Or the as- 
paragus may be neatly arranged 
on hot serving dish and then the 
crumbly mass sprinkled sponta- 
neously over the top as inspira- 
tion dictates. 
Asparagus Polonaise. 

One Ib. fresh asparagus, one 
cup water, one-half teaspoon salt, 
one-fourth cup salad dressing, two 
tablespoons coffee cream, one- 
fourth cup bread crumbs. 

Clean asparagus by peeling off 
scales and en off woody 
white stalks. thoroughly 
in cold water — scrub gently 
wish a vegetable brush. Heat wa- 
ter to boiling, add salt and place 
asparagus upright in it. Cook 
quickly uncovered, for 10 min- 
utes, then gently immerse aspara- 
gus stalks in water and cook 10 
minutes longer or until tender. 
Drain off remaining water. Mea- 
sure out one-fourth cup salad 
dressing and stir in cream. Pour 
over asp s stalks in the 
saucepan and sprinkle with bread 
crumbs, Shake pan gently to dis- 
tribute mayonnaise and bread 
crumbs evenly. Serve immediate- 
ly. Makes four servings.

: Common-Sense Medicine 


FTEN a patient seeks profes- 

sional council about an ail- 

ment that is far from being 
definite in its symptomatology. 
This is the type of case that re- 
quires detailed study with the ul- 
timate findings pieced together 
for consideration and minute 
study. The examination may con- 
sist of a multitude of evidence 
accumulated over a period of five 
to seven days. Blood studies, 
urinalysis, blood-pressure read- 
ings, cardiographic findings 
(heart), blood chemistry 2 
metabolic studies (glandular), 
ray of digestive system, the ur- 
inary organs, the chest, bony 
skeleton and gall bladder. Liver 
tests, examination of stomach 
contents, sputum and feces. Proc- 
toscopic examination of rectum, 
cystoscopic examination of ur- 
inary bladder, kidney tests, eye, 
ear, nose and throat, and allergy 
tests, spinal fluid examination if 
indicated, and X-ray studies of 
the skull and teeth. In the fe- 
male, special gynecological exam- 
imation and in the male the pros- 
tate gland and external genital 
organs by a urologist, and many 
other less important tests too nu- 
merous to mention. 


One can readily see this ex- 
haustive study is not only com- 
prehensive but intelligent, pain- 
staking, and conclusive. Included 
in this study must by necessity 
call for special examination by 
the specialist along different 
lines. 


I mention this problem that 
arises between patient and doctor 
for several reasons. (1) The sug- 
gestions by the doctor for the ne- 
cessity of this examination is not 
always accepted cheerfully by the 
patient because of time and ex- 


pense, and also because of lack of 


appreciation of some patients of 
the importance of accumulated 
data. 

This is what the patient ih 
some instances fails to realize: 
(1) Indiscriminate prescribing for 
indefinite symptoms is not only 
more costly to the patient in the 
long run, but is “poor medicine.” 
(2) These cases are in a minor- 
ity, but require and deserve de- 


tailed study to avoid misdirected 
surgery in many cases. (3) Early 
serious lesions with cancer head- 
ing the list may be detected and 
corrected. And last, but not 
least, serious disease of the major 
organs may be excluded and only 
minor disturbances noted. In this 
final analysis some patients seem 
disappointed or discouraged at 
the conclusions presented. The 
opposite reaction should be regis- 
tered by the patient. It is the 
best money they ever invested. 
Great comfort should be enjoyed 
from this essentially negative re- 
port in so far as serious damage 
or involvement of any of the ma- 
jor organs of the body are con- 
cerned, 

Piece of mind more than com- 
pensates for the time and money 
expended. Without this investi- 
gation an early serious lesion may 
be allowed to progress with irre- 
parable damage, discovered at 
some future time with this same 
detailed study.

Smart Clothes for the Career Girl 


Designer Has Assembled Suggestions for Young Women Leaving College

FTER catering to the teen age 

girl and the junior miss who 

is still in college, the design- 
ers are beginning to glorify the 
young careerist. At this season 
of the year when colleges are 
graduating thousands of feminine 
diploma holders eager to step into 
the business or the professional 
world, time is right for the con- 
sideration of career clothes. 


Every girl leaving college and 
starting out on her first job must 
admit that the transition isn’t 
an easy one. And one important 
part of her thinking that the girl 
emerging from campus life has 
to change radically is her think- 
ing about clothes. Most of us can 
remember the difficulties of de- 
ciding upon the right clothes for 
those first days at the office.

This ‘was a very unfortunate 
deal from the North-South point 
of view. North having become 
declarer at three no trump, East 
led a spade through the ace-queen 
and this, combined with the bad 
heart break, made North’s 
tion untenable. Long before he 
had established sufficient heart 
tricks, West had knocked out the 
adverse spade stoppers. 


It should be observed that a 
four-heart contract by South could 
also have been defeated. Hence it 
did not make much difference 
what South decided to do over 
North's three no trump. The game 
was really lost through South's 
choice of opening bids. True, he 
had the superficial requirements 
for the two-heart opening, both in 
honor-tricks and distributionally, 
but nevertheless a considerably 
better bid was available to him. I 
refer, of course, to a three-no 
trump opening. Let's consider: If 
the South hand should produce six 
solid heart tricks, it was almost 
inconceivable that it would not 
also take three other tricks at a 
no-trump contract. And lead up to 
the South hand was desirable—at 
any rate, far more desirable than 
a lead through the ace-queen of 
spades, the king-small of dia- 
monds, or even the ace-jack-small 
of clubs. The danger of a two- 
heart bid was that North would 
have to respond with two no 
trump and then, if South decided 
to play at a no-trump contract, his 
hand would be led through.
